The oldest institution in Co« 
manche of eontinuos opera* 
tion Is the V. S. Post Office 
according to an article ap. 
pealing 
In 
The 
Comanche 
Chief In 1923 written by Murt 
J. 
Sullivan,

The oldest Institution of con­ 
tinuous operation in Comanche 
County Is the U. 8. Past Office 
It has been in constant operation 
since it was re-established April 
27, I860 and antedates The Co­ 
m anche Chief by four years. The 
first issue of The Chief came off 
the press on August 21. 1873 and 
has been published continuously 
ever since. The Chief for manv 
years has enjoyed the distinction 
of
